Minutes  of  Annual  Meeting. 


April  28,  1903. 

The  forty-ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Brooklyn  Industrial 
School  Association  and  Home  for  Destitute  Children  was  held 
at  the  "Home"  at  3  P.  M. 

The  Hon.  Darwin  R.  James  presiding.  The  meeting  was 
opened  with  a  song  by  the  nursery  children. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Edwards  read  a  portion  of  Scripture  and 
offered  prayer.  The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were 
read  and  approved.  The  Treasurer's  report,  showing  a  balance 
in  the  general  fund  of  $2,818.56,  was  read  and  Mrs.  Zabriskie 
moved  that  it  be  accepted  and  printed  in  the  annual  report.  The 
Corresponding  Secretary's  report  was  read,  and  Mrs.  Howard 
moved  that  it  be  adopted  and  printed.     Carried. 

After  singing  by  the  children,  Mr.  James  introduced  the  Rev. 
Arthur  Kinsolving,  rector  of  Christ  Church,  who  spoke  of  the 
hopefulness  of  the  work  and  its  wide  spread  influence. 

After  the  election  of  managers,  Mr.  James  made  a  short 
address  and  spoke  of  his  great  interest  in  the  work.  He  said 
his  connection  with  the  "Home"  extended  over  a  period  of  forty 
years. 

On  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edwards, 
also  to  the  Rev.  Arthur  Kinsolving  for  his  able  and  helpful 
address. 

Mr.  James  invited  the  friends  to  visit  all  parts  of  the  build- 
ing and  see  the  girls  at  work  in  the  cooking  class,  and  the  boys 
at  their  cobbling  work,  also  to  inspect  the  fine  exhibit  of  the 
City  History  Club  classes. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr.  D.  R.  James  for 
his  kindness  in  acting  as  presiding  officer. 

After  a  song  by  the  children,  the  meeting  closed.  ,

FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF    THE 

Board  of  Managers 

OF   THE 

Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association 

AND  HOME  FOR  DESTITUTE  CHILDREN. 


Opens  as  usual,  with  the  reports  from  our  schools.  We  con- 
sider our  outside  schools  the  most  important  part  of  our  work, 
reaching  as  they  do  the  poorest  children  in  the  city.  Not  only- 
educating,  but  feeding  and  clothing  them. 

SCHOOL   NUMBER  ONE. 

When  the  teachers  and  scholars  returned  to  this  school  in 
the  fall,  they  found  many  improvements ;  the  large  schoolroom 
painted  and  new  floors  in  this  room  and  the  hall.  This  with 
many  other  changes  made  the  building  look  sweet  and  clean. 
Many  of  the  children  had  been  in  the  country,  sent  through  the 
Tribune  Fresh  Air  Fund,  and  in  several  cases  the  families  hav- 
ing them  in  charge  kept  them  all  summer  and  asked  them  to 
come  next  summer.  In  December,  the  teacher  writes,  Miss 
Gokey  examined  the  children  in  arithmetic  and  the  per  cent  was 
ninety-five,  I  feel  they  did  very  well,  as  they  had  had  so  many  in- 
terruptions during  the  month  that  the  children  were  unsettled  and 
an  examination  at  this  time  was  not  a  test  of  their  knowledge. 
"Certainly,"  she  writes,  "the  children  are  happy,  and  generally 
speaking  are  faithful  little  workers,  and  there  is  a  marked  im- 
provement in  their  personal  appearance,  with  hair  neatly  combed, 
and  clean  hands  and  faces."  Our  visitor  from  School  Number 
One  speaks  of  the  great  poverty  she  has  found  in  the  homes  of 
our  scholars,  the  scarcity  of  coal  making  the  suffering  still 
greater.  The  Kindergarten  given  to  this  school  by  Mr.  Oliphant 
is  doing  good  work. 
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THE  MAXWELL  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL— SCHOOL 
NUMBER  TWO. 

In  all  the  reports  from  this  school  the  poverty  of  the  homes 
from  which  the  children  come  is  also  mentioned,  but  the  kind- 
ness of  friends  who  come  to  the  assistance  of  those  in  need, 
giving  them  clothes,  groceries  and  coal  has  made  their  lives  free 
from  suffering.  Prizes  offered  for  attendance  and  perfect  spell- 
ing has  proved  a  great  success.  The  City  History  lessons  are 
very  much  enjoyed,  also  the  books  which  the  scholars  make  by 
pasting  in  pictures  and  writing  what  they  remember  about  them. 
On  February  eighteenth  was  held  a  Parents'  Social  which  all 
seemed  to  enjoy.  The  visitor  from  this  school  writes;  that 
although  we  cannot  report  in  detail  the  actual  practical  work 
that  has  been  done  for  our  school  families,  yet  we  feel  that  it 
has  been  attended  with  some  success,  when  we  notice  the  im- 
provement which  goes  on  slowly  but  surely  influencing  the  home 
life  of  many  families.  Some  of  these  we  have  known  for  3^ears, 
and  we  still  try  to  keep  a  little  oversight,  even  after  their  chil- 
dren have  left  our  school.  A  little  encouragement  and  friendly 
advice  is  often  needed  by  the  poor,  overworked  mothers. 

THE  HOME  SCHOOL— SCHOOL  NUMBER  THREE. 

The  children  living  in  the  Home  and  attending  this  school 
have  so  many  advantages  not  enjoyed  by  the  others  that  their 
improvement  should  be  very  much  greater.  With  good  food, 
and  a  building  in  which  the  sanitary  laws  are  fully  carried  out, 
making  the  air  they  breathe  pure,  the  clothes  they  wear  clean, 
so  different  from  the  surroundings  in  the  homes  of  the  scholars 
at  the  outside  shcools,  that  their  minds  should  be  brighter  and 
their  senses  more  acute,  seems  reasonable.  I  find  that  in  arith- 
metic a  much-needed  improvement  is  manifest,  also  that  the 
children  are  taking  great  interest  in  penmanship,  the  teacher 
stating  that  many  of  the  writing  books  are  very  carefully  written. 
Mrs.  Spaulding  writes :  that  she  is  much  pleased  with  the  work 
the  Gertrude  Lefferts  Vanderbilt  History  Club  is  doing.  The 
lessons  for  this  Club  are  paid  by  the  Grace  Reformed  Church  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Vanderbilt.  Every  little  while  we  have  visits 
from  some  one  of  our  former  children;    even  after  vears  have 
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elapsed  they  return  to  see  how  the  occupants  of  the  Home  are 
faring  and  to  tell  how  the  world  has  treated  them.  One  of  these 
boys  left  us  eight  years  ago  to  live  with  a  gardener  at  Southamp- 
ton. Recently,  as  he  was  leaving  for  Wisconsin,  he  called  at  the 
Home.  As  assistant  gardener  he  was  specially  interested  in  the 
cultivation  of  pansies ;  this  taste  starting  through  the  kindness  of 
Mrs.  Vanderbilt  pinning  a  pansy  on  his  apron  when  he  was  a 
little  boy,  which  he  had  never  forgotten.  He  had  saved  enough 
money  to  be  able  to  study  telegraphy,  and  was  now  on  his  way 
to  take  a  position.  He  was  a  large,  well  built  young  man,  and 
as  far  as  he  knew  he  had  no  relatives,  having  come  from  the 
Brooklyn  Nursery  to  our  Institution  when  three  years  of  age. 
Such  instances  as  this  make  us  feel  the  great  responsibility  rest- 
ing upon  us  in  the  training  of  the  children  under  our  care,  to 
meet  the  trials  and  temptations  they  find  when  they  leave  the 
shelter  of  this  Home.  Our  Treasurer  has  written  to  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  at  the  place  to  which  he  is  going, 
to  look  up  this  young  man  and  keep  watch  over  him.  The  work 
in  the  shoe  shop  has  continued  its  usual  course.  The  number 
of  shoes  mended  during  the  year  being  2,352  pairs.  Mr.  Mueller, 
the  shoemaker,  says  he  feels  satisfied  with  the  dilligence  and 
behavior  of  the  boys.  The  Industrial  Committee  for  Girls  feel 
much  pleased  with  the  work  of  the  Cooking  classes  during  the 
past  season.  Mrs.  Fielitz,  the  teacher,  is  thoroughly  versed  in 
"Industrial  work."  and  is  an  earnest,  faithful  instructor.  Each 
girl  has  a  book,  in  which  the  "receipts"  are  pasted  and  as  the 
lesson  is  given,  each  one  takes  part.  When  they  leave  the 
Home  to  go  into  service,  as  some  of  them  do  at  an  early  age,  or 
go  to  their  own  homes,  the  books  are  given  to  take  with  them. 
As  an  incentive  to  good  work,  "diplomas  are  given  to  those  who 
take  the  full  course  of  lessons  and  who  are  able  to  cook  well  the 
dishes  taught.  They  are  also  instructed  how  to  make  a  fire, 
wash  dishes,  set  the  table  and  serve  as  waitresses.  They  are 
instructed  to  be  economical  and  are  taught  the  effect  of  well  or 
badly  cooked  food  on  the  health,  and  to  be  neat,  orderly  and  well- 
behaved,  all  of  which  must  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  girls  who 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  these  lessons.  We  therefore  feel,  that  by 
the  kindly  help  thus  given  these  girls,  they  will  be  better  fitted 
for  the  battle  of  life. 
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SCHOOL    NUMBER    FOUR. 

The  reports  from  this  school  are  so  full  of  interest  that  a 
selection  of  the  most  important  seems  nearly  impossible.  Usu- 
ally the  number  attending  this  school  has  gradually  decreased 
after  December;  but  this  year  the  increase  has  been  noticed.  It 
is  now  nearly  time  for  the  children  to  begin  cultivating  the 
flowers  again.  Last  year  they  planted  seeds,  and  waited  pa- 
tiently until  they  blossomed.  The  class  in  Geography  is  making 
splendid  progress.  Some  of  the  pupils  have  made  such  rapid 
strides  in  this  particular  branch  that  the  teacher  has  found  it  nec- 
essary to  form  another  class  for  the  advanced  scholars.  The  inter- 
est taken  in  the  Club  is,  the  teacher  writes,  very  gratifying.  The 
Club  room  is  open  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  attend  our  school 
every  Friday  evening  from  7.15  until  9.15.  The  attendance  is 
large  and  we  find  it  aids  us  in  our  school  work,  the  children  are 
drawn  closer  in  the  bonds  of  good  fellowship,  games  are  indulged 
in,  and  recitations  are  given  until  about  8.30  when  the  children 
are  invited  into  the  dining  room  where  refreshments  are  served, 
which  it  is  needless  to  say  are  partaken  of  with  great  relish. 
Last  year  a  penny  saving  fund  was  started  and  ten  dollars  col- 
lected; this  year  the  Children's  Savings  amounted  to  twenty-one 
dollars.  Two  little  girls  withdrew  their  money  and  bought  winter 
coats  with  the  pennies  they  had  saved  during  the  year.  Three 
children  sent  four  dollars  to  their  grandmother  in  Norway  as 
a  Christmas  gift.  Miss  Miller's  sewing  class  is  progressing 
nicely  also  the  class  in  basket  weaving. 


THE  GERTRUDE  LEFFERTS  VANDERBILT  INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOL— SCHOOL  NUMBER  FIVE. 

A  report  written  by  one  of  the  visitors  lies  before  me  and  I 
will  quote  a  few  paragraphs  from  it.  "It  has  been  a  real  pleasure 
to  visit  the  Gertrude  Lefrerts  Vanderbilt  School,  the  teachers 
looked  so  fresh  and  attractive,  the  children  so  comfortable  and 
happy,  that  I  regretted  having  postponed  my  visit  until  this  late 
day !  The  only  defects  I  could  find  were  due  to  irregular 
attendance  and  the  impossibility  of  teaching  all  children  equally 
well,    when    they    only    come    part    of    the    time.      In    looking 
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into  the  cause  we  found  in  one  case  the  want  of  respectable 
clothing,  and  the  mother  when  asked  where  were  the  suits  given 
to  the  children  at  Fair  time?  answered,  'They  must  be  saved 
in  case  any  of  the  family  should  die.'  The  prize  given  by  Mrs. 
Henderson  every  six  months  for  regular  attendance  creates  the 
desire  to  be  as  regular  as  possible,  and  most  of  the  children  try 
very  hard  to  merit  the  prize."  The  teacher  writes  the  sewing 
class  at  this  school  is  doingvery  good  work,  one  child  finishing  an 
apron  which  was  exhibited  at  the  Fair.  Others  are  working  on 
aprons  which  are  only  given  to  those  who  are  the  best  sewers. 
Many  of  the  children  spent  two  happy  weeks  in  the  country  last 
summer  through  the  kindness  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society. 


SCHOOL   NUMBER   SIX. 

The  teacher  writes  that  although  February  is  considered  a 
short  month,  yet  we  have  found  it  to  contain  the  four  weeks  of 
school  work  and  a  number  of  pleasant  events  for  us  in  Number 
Six.  The  annual  dinner  which  is  usually  given  in  January  was 
deferred  until  Friday  before  Washington's  Birthday,  and  the 
entertainment  given  by  the  children  was  Historical  and  patriotic. 
The  City  History  Club  gave  a  synopsis  of  their  former  lessons 
dressed  in  Costume  furnished  by  M'rs.  Spaulding.  They  represent- 
ed boys  and  girls  of  different  periods.  On  the  following  Monday 
ten  scholars  went  to  New  York  to  hear  the  illustrated  lecture 
given  by  Mr.  Elmendorf  to  the  Clubs  of  the  City.  Mrs.  Abbe,  the 
founder  of  the  Clubs,  was  also  present  and  spoke  to  the  children. 
Two  of  these  children  had  never  crossed  the  bridge  and  this 
with  the  old  horse-cars  they  found  very  interesting.  There  are 
a  number  of  missions  near  this  school  and  the  visitor  encourages 
the  parents  to  visit  them  when  possible.  Many  of  our  children 
have  been  forced  to  be  absent  to  look  for  coal  and  cinders  for 
their  fires  at  home.  The  visitor  writes  the  winter  has  been  a 
very  depressing  one,  as  the  cost  of  necessities  of  all  kinds  has 
been  so  exorbitant,  and  many  well-to-do  families,  who  have 
formerly  hired  women  by  the  day,  are  now  doing  their  own 
work;  so  these  mothers  have  not  had  as  much  work  as  usual. 
By  the  reports  T  should  think  Number  Six  to  be  in  a  very  pros- 
perous condition. 
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SCHOOL  NUMBER  SEVEN. 

Any  one  visiting  this  school  would  notice  the  improvement. 
The  children  come  early  and  regular;  instead  of  walking  in  at 
ten,  now  they  are  in  their  seats  before  nine,  much  to  the  delight 
of  the  teachers ;  so  writes  the  visitor.  There  is  only  one  white 
child  in  the  school,  a  little  Italian  boy.  A  visitor  would  think 
there  were  more,  for  some  of  the  children  are  so  very  light  in 
color.  Mrs.  Holmes  has  given  great  pleasure  to  the  children, 
coming  twice  a  week  to  play  for  them  to  sing.  Miss  Lamadrid 
took  a  number  of  pictures  of  the  children  which  were  good  and 
funny.  One  was  taken  with  a  step-ladder,  the  boys  posing 
naturally  above,  on  the  fence  and  the  stoop,  in  their  comical 
way.  The  growth  of  the  Kindergarten  is  wonderful.  There 
are  three  tables  now  in  use.  Those  who  attend  regularly  show 
good  progress.  The  children  made  some  very  nice  baskets  and 
they  enjoy  this  work  more  than  anything  else. 

The  Kitchen  Garden  Committee  is  doing  fine  work  at  Schools 
Nos.  i,  2,  3  and  6,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Association  are  extended 
to  the  young  ladies  who  so  faithfully  give  their  time  and  inter- 
est to  this  work. 

THE   HOME. 

The  Nursery — The  work  in  this  department  is  ever  of  great 
interest,  and  although  during  the  past  year  we  have  had  fewer 
children,  yet  has  our  time  been  fully  occupied  in  caring  for  their 
needs.  All  were  so  well  during  the  summer  that  we  hoped  for  a 
year  of  continued  health ;  but  alas,  the  ills  that  children  are  heir 
to  were  lurking  in  the  air,  and  we  did  not  escape.  Although 
more  than  half  of  the  children  were  stricken  with  mumps  or 
chicken-pox  we  are  thankful  that  only  one  death  occurred. 
Through  the  Recreation  Fund  there  were  ten  trips  to  Coney 
Island,  five  to  the  park,  trolley  rides  to  Buffet-farm  and  the 
woods,  also  numerous  treats  to  lemonade,  fruit,  ice  cream  and 
cake. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Feltman  at  Coney  Island  for  the 
interest  he  has  taken  in  our  little  ones,  manifested  by  his  gener- 
ous gifts  of  milk  and  the  delightful  rides  on  the  merry-go-round ; 
these  go  far  in  making  a  child  happy.     Two  little  children  gave 
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the  contents  of  their  savings  banks,  enabling  Miss  Meares  and 
Miss  Rich  to  arrange  a  Hallowe'en  party.  The  candy  boxes 
made  from  turnips,  the  candlesticks  from  carrots  and  the  big 
Tack-o'-lanterns  were  enthusiastically  enjoyed  by  the  little  folks. 
Some  young  members  of  the  Sunshine  Club  brought  brightness 
into  our  Nursery  one  afternoon  by  gifts  of  their  own  dolls  and 
toys,  and  if  the  same  spirit  enters  the  hearts  of  our  children  in 
the  future,  they  also  may  "pass  it  on/'  The  Memorial  Birthday 
party  in  September  was,  as  usual,  a  happy  time.  The  prettily 
framed  pictures  hanging  on  our  Nursery  walls,  a  gift  from  one 
of  our  Committee,  have  not  only  made  the  room  more  attractive, 
but  also  proved  a  help  to  Miss  Rich  in  her  Kindergarten  work. 
At  the  Christmas  season  one  of  our  kind  friends  of  so  many 
years  has  sent  a  gift  of  toys  to  go  in  the  stockings  of  each  child, 
and  we  must  not  omit  to  mention  the  beautiful  Nursery  Christ- 
mas tree.  Seventy-five  children  have  been  cared  for  during  the 
year.  The  M ending  Committee  meet  every  Friday  morning; 
thirteen  hundred  garments  have  been  mended  during  the  year. 


THE  HOSPITAL. 

In  this  department  there  has  been  very  little  sickness  during 
the  year.  There  were  in  June  thirteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in 
a  light  form;  but  during  the  summer  the  Hospital  was  entirely 
free  from  sickness.  In  January  we  had  one  case  of  pneumonia 
followed  by  one  in  February,  which  proved  fatal.  There  have 
been  twenty-four  cases  of  chicken-pox  and  forty-six  cases  of 
mumps.  With  the  help  of  Dr.  Winfield  and  the  unremitting 
attention  of  our  trained  nurses  the  head  and  skin  disease  is  nearly 
obliterated,  there  are  only  six  children  under  treatment.  Dr. 
Wood  tells  us  the  average  of  sore  eyes  is  small,  compared  with 
other  institutions ;  while  there  are  twenty-six  cases,  only  two  are 
at  all  serious.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be  accorded  to  our  trained 
nurse,  Miss  Guluac,  and  her  assistant,  Maggie,  whose  devotion 
and  love  for  the  little  ones  is  most  remarkable,  several  times  re- 
fusing a  vacation,  with  the  excuse  that  she  is  not  happy  when 
away  from  the  children.  We  wish  to  thank  the  doctors  for  their 
services  during  the  last  year,  also  all  the  friends  who  have  remem- 
bered the  Hospital. 
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THE   SUMMER   SCHOOL. 

The  work  of  the  Summer  Industrial  School  has  gone  a  good 
step  beyond  that  of  last  year.  This  progress  is  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  children  have  had  instruction  for  the  last  two 
summers.  This  season  more  difficult  baskets  were  attempted 
with  gratifying  results.  The  raffia  and  cord  work  done 
as  before  with  the  addition  of  some  new  designs.  Our  chair 
caning  was  on  a  more  extensive  scale  than  last  year.  About 
twenty  chairs  were  done  during  the  session,  and  later  orders 
filled  by  some  of  the  boys  on  their  own  account.  The  more 
skillful  do  really  fine  work,  and  take  a  natural  pride  in  results 
of  their  efforts.  Frequently  examples  of  good  work  are  shown 
to  the  Superintendent  for  her  approval.  "What  did  Miss  Clark 
say  ?"  was  asked  by  one  of  these  experts.  She  said  that  she  'would 
recommend'  my  chair,"  was  the  reply.  The  expression  was  not 
quite  understood,  and  again  he  was  asked,  "What  does  it  mean 
that  your  work  was  recommended?"  "It  means  varnished,"  said 
the  bright  eyed  little  boy,  who  had  drawn  his  inference  from 
the  fact  that  the  best  work  was  treated  to-  a  coat  of  shellac.  Not 
only  ideas  of  construction  and  good  workmanship  are  developed, 
but  there  is  esthetic  development  in  the  appreciation  of  the  beau- 
tiful in  form  and  color.  This  is  the  first  summer  we  have  had 
colored  materials  for  the  baskets.  Each  child  was  allowed  to 
choose  the  colors  used  and  thus  was  given  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
ercise individual  taste  and  preference.  This  freedom  is  especially 
valuable  when  many  children  live  together  where  uniformity 
must  be  the  general  rule.  "Who  had  the  wisdom  to  suggest  and 
carry  out  this  Summer  Manual  work?"  asked  a  visitor  who  was 
interested  in  seeing  the  children  happy  and  busy,  in  the  cool  airy 
assembly  room.  'The  President  of  our  Home,"  was  the  reply. 
This  instance  illustrates  the  remark  of  an  intelligent  foreigner 
who  had  spent  some  time  in  visiting  American  institutions,  and 
who  stated,  as  the  result  of  his  observations,  that  the  institu- 
tions which  were  in  a  measure  private  benefactions,  that  is  to 
say,  those  which  had  their  own  trustees  and  board  of  control, 
were  by  far  the  best  managed,  because  their  officers  held  them- 
selves personally  responsible  for  whatever  they  had  undertaken, 
and  gave  not  only  means,  but  time,  interest  and  enthusiasm. 
This  report  came  from  the  teacher  of  our  Summer  School,  Miss 
Cristv : 
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"To  the  Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association: 

The  City  History  Club  has  for  its  object  the  study  of  the  His- 
tory of  the  City  of  Greater  New  York,  in  the  hope  of  awakening 
an  interest  in  its  traditions  and  the  possibilities  of  its  future,  such 
educational  work  being  for  the  improvement,  uplifting,  and  Civic 
betterment  of  the  community. 

The  City  History  Clubs  under  the  patronage  of  the  Brookyn 
Industrial  School  Association,  were  organized  in  November, 
1902.  The  Gertrude  Lefferts  Vanderbilt  at  the  Home.  The 
Croxson  at  School  Number  Two,  Fourth  Street.  The  Anna 
Preston  Howard  at  School  Number  Six,  Steuben  Street. 

The  interest  in  the  lessons  given  has  been  marked.  The  note 
books  which  have  been  prepared  by  the  pupils  for  exhibition  will 
show  the  attention  paid  to  the  lectures.  The  stories  written  on 
the  pictures  would  not  disgrace  older  children.  Each  Club  has 
elected  its  own  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  As  soon 
as  the  few  necessary  parliamentary  rules  are  understood,  the 
meeting  has  been  opened  and  closed  without  the  aid  of  the 
teacher.  It  is  desired  to  teach  the  Clubs  in  this  way  self-gov- 
ernment. The  interest  has  extended  to  the  families  of  many  of 
the  members  who  are  helping  the  children  gather  pictures  'for 
scrap-books.  This  is  volunteer  work,  a  request  was  made,  that 
if  any  of  the  members  should  see  any  thing  in  magazines  or 
newspapers  about  the  City  to  bring  it  to  the  Class.  It  was 
remarkable  how  much  matter  was  handed  in.  In  one  Club 
enough  to  fill  two  scrap-books. 

The  children  are  taught  that  the  object  of  the  City  History 
Club  is  good  citizenship.  These  lessons  are  paid  for  by  private 
contributions. 

The  teachers  of  the  several  classes  have  assisted  in  every 
way  possible.

HOME  SEWING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  writes,  that  the  same  oft- 
repeated  story  comes  from  this  Committee.  A  busy  workroom, 
where  more  than  three  thousand  garments  and  articles  for  house- 
hold use  have  been  cut,  and  the  majority  of  them  made.  The 
weekly  mending  of  some  five  hundred  pieces,  keeps  three  persons 
constantly  at  work.  The  same  kind  friends  continue  to  help  in 
our  work.  The  Friends  Employment  Society  of  New  York  never 
forgets  us,  and  Westcott's  Express  delivers  to  them  and  returns 
to  us  the  finished  work  with  no  other  compensation  than  the 
heartfelt  thanks  of  the  managers.  Societies  in  St.  Ann's,  Tomp- 
kins Avenue  Congregational,  Classon  Avenue  Presbyterian,  and 
Strong  Place  Baptist  churches  have  worked  for  us.  Mrs.  Beazan 
and  our  Managers  have  kindly  assisted  us. 

The  indebtedness  to  our  Counsel,  Mr.  Alexis  C.  Smith,  in- 
creases each  year.  The  mistakes  from  which  he  saves  this  Asso- 
ciation are  innumerable. 
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IN  MEMORIAM. 

During  the  year  this  Association  has  lost  two  members 
from  the  Advisory  Board.  Death  having-  taken  Mr. 
Henry  W.  Maxwell  and  Mr.  William  H.  Lyon.  Both 
had  been  actively  interested  in  the  affairs  of  this  Asso- 
ciation for  many  years.  The  munificent  gifts  from  Mr. 
Maxwell  being  the  most  generous  in  the  history  of  the 
Association. 

From  our  list  of  Managers  four  names  will  be  omit- 
ted in  the  new  Annual  Report,  Mrs.  James  M.  Leavitt, 
Miss  Mary  Morrison  Smith,  Miss  E.  L.  Thayer,  and 
Miss  Vesta  Miller.  Mrs.  Leavitt  joined  the  Association 
in  1867  and  was  actively  engaged  at  Schoool  Number 
Four,  since  its  organization  in  1869.  We  not  only  mourn 
her  departure  as  a  devoted  worker,  but  as  a  loving,  genial 
friend  and  companion/whose  superior  judgment  could 
be  relied  upon  under  all  circumstances.  Miss  Smith 
joined  this  Association  in  1887.  From  childhood  she  had 
been  taught  to  love  the  work  to  which  her  mother  was 
so  devoted.  Her  hands  and  heart  were  ever  ready  to 
give  assistance  where  most  needed.  Her  loving  services 
were  invaluable,  as  she  turned  from  one  to  the  other, 
willing  to  advance  the  work  she  loved.  Her  influence 
over  children  under  her  immediate  care  can  never  be  es- 
timated in  this  life.  Mrs.  Leavitt  and  Miss  Smith  were 
associated  on  one  Committee  for  many  years.  Miss 
Thayer  was  a  devoted  and  sincere  members  of  this  Asso- 
ciation since  1875,  but  had  been  unable  through  ill  health 
to  continue  her  labors  with  us  the  last  two  years.  She 
hoped  to  return  to  the  work  she  loved ;  but  it  was  not  to 
be.  Little  did  we  think  that  another  of  our  dear  associates 
would  leave  us  so  soon !  The  death  of  Miss  Miller  com- 
ing as  a  shock  to  many.  We  had  missed  her  from  the 
meetings ;  but  her  illness  not  being  of  a  dangerous  char- 
acter, we  thought  she  would  soon  be  able  to  fill  her  place 
again,  her  devotion  to  the  duties  she  had  undertaken 
and  for  which  were  waiting  for  her  at  the  Home  and  at 
School  Number  Two,  made  it  almost  impossible  for  any 
one  to  fill  her  place  in  just  the  same  earnest  way.  For 
her  work  was  finished.  On  April  3d,  Mrs.  E.  Baker 
passed  away ;  for  years  she  was  a  visitor  and  Bible 
Reader  for  two  of  our  Schools.  We  deeply  mourn  the 
loss  of  these  our  dear  friends.

CONSTITUTION 

OF    THE 

Brooklyn   Industrial   School   Association 

AND 

HOME  FOR  DESTITUTE  CHILDREN. 

As  Amended  and.  Adopted  March,  1893. 


ARTICLE   I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "Brooklyn  Industrial  School 
Association  and  Home  for  Destitute  Children,"  and  its  object  shall  be 
to  establish  and  support  Industrial  Schools,  and  to  maintain  a  Home  for 
Destitute  Children  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  or  more  annually  to  the  support  of 
this  Association  shall  be  a  member  thereof  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on 
all  questions  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Any  person  may  become  a  Life  Member  of  the  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  hundred  dollars,  if  this  sum  be  given  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Any  person  may  be  made  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Association  by 
the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  consideration  of  great 
or  long-continued  service. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  nine  Corporate  Managers,  and  as 
many  Associate  Managers  as  may  be  desired,  shall  be  chosen  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  from  the  different  religious 
denominations  in  Brooklyn  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  first  and  a  second  Vice-President,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and,  if  necessary,  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  They  shall  be  elected  for  the  year  by 
ballot  at  a  meeting  held  the  first  Tuesday  in  May.  The  Managers  shall 
have  the  power  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  between  the  periods  of  the 
Annual  Election. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as  follows,  viz. :  An  Executive 
Committee;  Auditing  Committee;  on  Repairs;  on  Purchasing;  on  In- 
vestigating Applications  for  the  Admission  of  Children;  Committee  for 
Indenturing  Children;  a  Nominating  Committee;  a  Nursery  Committee; 
a  House  Committee;  a  Table  Committee;  Hospital  Committee;  Super- 
vision Committee;  Industrial  Educational  Committee  for  Girls;  Industrial 
Educational  Committee  for  Boys;  Music  Committee;  Kitchen  Garden 
Committee;  Entertainment  Committee;  Examining  Committee  for 
Schools  ;  Detention-Room  Committee ;  School  Committee ;  Committee  for 
Visiting  Schools;  Managers'  Fund  Committee.  These  Committees  shall 
be  appointed  for  the  year  at  the  meeting  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May. 
The  time  of  service  of  all  Special  Committees  shall  depend  on  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Treasurers,  Secretaries,  the  Auditing  Committee,  Committee 
on  Repairs,  Purchasing  Committee,  Investigating  Committee,  and  the 
Chairmen  of  all  the  Standing  Committees.  Managers  serving  on  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years ;  one  or  more  new 
Managers  to  be  chosen  every  year. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents and  two  or  more  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Committee  of  gentlemen  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  aid  and  advice  in  the  business  transactions  of  the  Association  when- 
ever circumstance  may  require. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  additions  or 
amendments,  if  such  be  considered  necessary  or  expedient,  provided  a 
notice  has  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  meeting. 


BY-LAWS 

As  Amended  and  Adopted   March,  1893. 


ANNUAL  MEETINGS. 

1.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  April, 
or  on  such  day  of  said  month  as  may  be  determined  at  the  previous 
Monthly  Meeting.  ; 

REGULAR  MEETINGS. 

2.  The  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month,  at  half-past  ten  A.  M.,  at  the  Home. 

The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  meetings : 

i  st.  Reading  of  Scriptures  and  prayer. 

2d.  Reading  the  minutes  of  previous  meetings. 

3d.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4th.  Report  of  Executive  Committee  by  Corresponding  Secretary. 

5th.  Reports  from  School  Teachers  and  Bible  Readers. 

6th.  Reports  from  Standing  Committees. 

7th.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

8th.  Communications  received  and  General  Business. 

9th.  Calling  the  Roll. 

QUORUM. 

3.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  but  not  less  than  nine  members  must  be  present  at  the  Amend- 
ment of  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  MEETINGS. 

4.  No  person  shall  withdraw  from  the  meeting  without  giving  satis- 
factory reasons  for  doing  so.  No  conversation  except  such  as  relates  to 
business  can  be  allowed.  All  remarks  shall  be  addressed  to  the  presiding 
officer,  and  must  relate  to  the  business  before  the  meeting. 

CHAIRMAN   OF   MEETINGS. 

5.  The  member  first  named  on  a  committee  shall  preside,  give  notice 
of  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  report  proceedings  to  the  Board. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

6.  No  former  resolutions  shall  be  reconsidered  unless  called  for  by 
one  of  the  majority  who  passed  it. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

7.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  and  in  her  ab- 
sence by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  or  at  the  request  of  any  two  members 
of  the  Board. 
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SCHOOLS. 

8.  The  schools  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  of  their  establishment. 
Every  school  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Committee  of  Managers,  and 
shall  be  conducted  as  nearly  as  possible  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn.  Reading  the  Bible  shall 
constitute  part  of  the  daily  exercises. 

CHILDREN. 

9.  Children  shall  not  be  indentured  or  adopted  in  the  City  of  Brook- 
lyn, except  under  peculiarly  favorable  circumstances.  Children  under  three 
years  of  age  shall  not  be  received  into  the  Nursery  unless  surrendered. 
Children  who  are  proper  subjects  for  the  public  schools  shall  not  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  schools  of  the  Association. 

Children  who  can  read  and  write,  and  are  old  enough  to  earn  a  living. 
and  boys  over  ten  years  of  age,  shall  not  be  considered  proper  subjects  for 
these  schools ;  but  in  special  cases  such  may  be  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the 
local  school  committee. 

Children  may  be  temporarily  received  into  the  school  by  the  teachers, 
but  their  continuance  as  scholars  must  depend  upon  the  wishes  of  the  local 
school  committee. 

A  child  may  be  suspended  temporarily  by  the  teacher,  but  no  scholar 
shall  be  dismissed  or  expelled  except  by  vote  of  the  local  committee. 

BIBLE  READING. 

10.  A  Bible  reader  shall  be  employed  in  every  school,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  visit  in  poor  families,  to  collect  scholars  for  the  schools,  and  to 
render  such  aid  to  their  parents  as  may  be  in  her  power.  She  shall  call 
upon  absentees  who  are  reported  to  her  by  the  teacher,  and  she  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  writing,  the  number  of  visits  she  has 
paid  during  the  month  and  give  an  account  of  the  children  and  families  she 
has  visited. 

PAYMENT  OF  BILLS. 

11.  Bills  shall  be  presented  for  payment  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the 
month,  at  the  Home,  after  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board. 

MANAGERS. 

12.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  control  all  the  ar- 
rangements necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  benevolent  purposes  of  the 
Association.  Every  member  is  expected  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  to  serve  on  one  or  more  of  the  committees,  and  to  do  her  full  share 
of  the  work.  A  member  may  be  dismissed  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of 
the  Managers. 

COLLECTIONS. 

13.  Every  Manager  shall  collect  funds  from  the  church  or  society  she 
represents.  For  this  purpose  she  shall,  upon  application  to  the  Treasurer. 
be  provided  with  a  book,  bearing  the  stamp  of  the  Association  and  the 
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signature  of  the  President,  in  which  to  record  the  names  of  all  contributors 
and  the  amounts  paid.  The  money  shall  be  given  to  the  Treasurer,  who 
shall  write  a  receipt  for  the  same  in  the  collection  book.  A  carefully 
prepared  list  of  the  contributions  shall  be  given  for  publication  to  the 
Recording  Secretary  at  the  Board  meeting  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting, 
or  prior  thereto. 

PRESIDING  OFFICERS. 

14.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  preserve  order,  nomi- 
nate committees,  state  questions  for  decision  and  declare  the  result.  When 
the  meeting  is  equally  divided  on  any  question  she  shall  have  the  casting 
vote.  The  duties  of  the  President  shall,  in  case  of  her  absence,  devolve 
upon  and  be  performed  bv  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  in  the  order  named. 
They  shall  be  members,  ex-ofhcio,  of  all  Standing  Committees.  In  their 
absence  a  Manager  chosen  by  the  Board  shall  preside. 

CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY. 

15.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  take  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee,  attend  to  any  correspondence  connected 
with  these  meetings,  fill  out  Indenture  papers,  write  the  Annual  Report,, 
and  keep  a  record  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  history  of  all  children  re- 
ceived into  or  dismissed  from  the  Home. 

RECORDING    SECRETARY. 

16.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  due  notice  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  of  Special  Meetings.  She  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceed- 
ings of  the  Regular  and  the  Special  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
conduct  the  correspondence  connected  therewith,  and  attend  to  the  com- 
pilation and  printing  of  the  Annual  Report. 

TREASURER. 

i/  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  moneys  collected  or  received 
for  the  Association,  and  pay  all  bills  properly  endorsed  as  correct  by  one 
of  the  Auditing  Committee,  or  by  one  of  the  Purchasing  Committee,  or  by 
one  of  the  Committee  on  Repairs ;  report  at  the  monthly  meeting  the 
amount  of  receipts  and  payments,  and  at  the  Annual  Meeting  furnish 
audited  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year, 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  all  donors  and  subscribers. 

EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

18.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  its  session  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  every  month,  from  the  adjournment  of  the  Managers'  meeting  until 
3  P.  M.,  and  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  every  month,  from  10.30  A.  M.  to 
3  P.  M.  This  Committee  shall  receive  all  applications  for  the  admission 
of  children  into  the  Home,  or  for  their  removal ;  exercise  a  general  super- 
vision over  the  management  of  the  Home  and  the  schools,  attend  to  the 
hiring  of  all  persons  employed,  and  transact  any  business  of  importance 
that  may  require  immediate  attention.  The  action  of  this  committee  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  regular  monthly  meeting 
for  approval  and  acceptance. 
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COMMITTEE   ON    FINANCE. 

19.  Special  meetings  of  the  Finance  Committee  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  or  by  the  Treasurer.  This  committee  shall 
direct  the  investments,  whether  temporary  or  permanent,  of  the  funds  of 
the  Association,  and  look  after  and  control  the  monetary  affairs.  All 
claims  against  the  Association  shall  be  presented  for  the  approval  of  this 
committee. 

COMMITTEE  ON  REPAIRS. 

20.  The  Committee  on  Repairs  shall  look  after  the  condition  of  the 
Home  and  school  buildings  and  direct  all  necessary  repairs  and  alterations 
by  and  with  consent  of  the  Board.  All  bills  must  be  vouched  for  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

PURCHASING   COMMITTEE, 

21.  The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  supply  commit- 
tees, whose  duties  shall  be  to  purchase  all  articles  needed  at  the  Home 
and  schools  according  to  instructions  from  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  House  Supply  Committee  shall  purchase  all  dry  goods>  clothing, 
furniture,  bedding,  drugs,  fuel,  books,  etc. 

The  Table  Supply  Committee  shall  purchase  all  groceries,  provisions 
and  table  supplies. 

The  committee  shall  approve  all  bills  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  ot  investigate  applications 
made  for  the  admission  of  children  into  the  Home  when  there  is  a  doubt 
as  to  whether  the  applicant  is  a  subject  for  this  charity. 

INDENTURE  COMMITTEE. 

23.  All  applications  for  placing  children  in  homes  shall  be  referred  to 
this  committee,  subject  to  action  of  Executive  Committee.  The  "Agree- 
ment" shall  be  filled  out  by  this  committee;  a  record  of  such  kept;  and 
when  necessary  a  reminder  as  to  time  for  annual  payment  sent  to  the 
parties  to  whom  a  child  is  indentured. 

NURSERY  COMMITTEE. 

24.  The  Nursery  Committee  shall  look  after  the  health,  food,  cloth- 
ing arid  management  of  the  children  in  the  Nursery  and  supervise  the 
employees. 

THE  EXAMINING  COMMITTEE. 

25.  The  Examining  Committee  shall  visit  all  the  schools  in  turn,  and 
report  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  the  progress  in  study,  the 
neatness  and  behavior  of  the  children,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the 
school-rooms. 
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CREDENTIAL    COMMITTEE. 

26.  The  Credential  Committee  shall  inquire  into  the  fitness  of  nomi- 
nees for  membership  as  Managers ;  take  measures  to  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  at  any  time  during  the  year,  and  make  additions  when  required. 
The  names  of  new  Managers  shall  be  presented  by  the  Chairman,  first  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  they  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  for.  action  at  the  meeting  next  ensuing. 

SEWING  COMMITTEES. 

27.  The  Sewing  Committees  for  the  Home  and  Schools  shall  super- 
intend and  aid  in  the  cutting  and  making  of  clothing  for  the  children. 
They  shall  furnish  the  Purchasing  Committee  with  a  carefully  prepared 
list  of  the  material  needed,  and  they  shall  be  responsible  for  the  material 
used.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  to  procure  an  assistant  when 
she  is  unable  to  do  the  share  of  the  work  assigned  to  her. 

SCHOOL   COMMITTEES. 

28.  The  School  Committees  shall  in  turn  visit  the  schools  upon  the 
stated  days  for  which  they  have  pledged  their  attendance,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  each  member  to  provide  a  substitute  when  unable  to  meet 
her  own  regular  appointments.  The  School  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
Sewing  and  Visiting  Committees,  shall  supervise  the  management  of  the 
Teacher  and  Matron,  assist  in  teaching  the  girls  to  sew,  and,  excepting  the 
school  in  the  Home  (School  No.  3),  shall  transact  all  business  connected 
with  the  schools  which  they  represent,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

29.  The  House  Committee  shall  inspect  the  state  and  management 
of  the  Home  twice  each  week,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  the  regular  meeting. 

KITCHEN  GARDEN  COMMITTEE. 

30.  This  Committee  shall  superintend  the  instruction  of  the  children 
in  the  Kitchen  Garden  exercises,  and  shall  either  teach  or  provide  teachers 
for  the  classes  formed. 

HOSPITAL  COMMITTEE. 

31.  The  Hospital  Committee  shall  see  that  the  hospital  has  proper 
ventilation ;  that  is  is  properly  heated  and  kept  clean,  and  that  in  sickness 
there  are  suitable  nurses  provided,  and  that  they  faithfully  perform  their 
duties. 

COMMITTEE    ON    INDUSTRIAL    EDUCATION    FOR    GIRLS. 

32.  This  Committee  shall  supervise  the  instruction  given  to  the  girls 
in  sewing,  cooking  and  such  other  branches  of  industrial  work  as  may  be 
considered  desirable  by  the  Board. 
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COMMITTEE   ON    INDUSTRIAL    EDUCATION    FOR    BOYS. 

33.  This  Committee  shall  select  such  branches  of  work  as  may  be 
considered  useful  for  boys,  and  shall  procure  teachers  and  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  manual  training  of  the  boys  in  the  branches  of  work  selected 
for  them  by  the  Managers. 

SUPERVISION    COMMITTEE. 

34.  This  Committee  shall  look  after  and  select  the  caretakers,  have 
general  supervision  over  the  employees  who  have  care  of  the  children,  and 
see  that  the  general  welfare  of  the  children  is  advanced,  and  that  the 
children  are  justly  dealt  with  and  kindly  treated. 

THE  DETENTION-ROOM    COMMITTEE. 

35.  The  Detention-Room  Committee  shall  see  that  the  person  in 
charge  is  the  proper  person  for  the  place,  and  that  the  detention-rooms 
are  kept  neat  and  tidy.  Such  arrangements  shall  be  made  as  will  enforce 
a  strict  quarantine  for  the  children  there  and  such  as  will  effectually  guard 
the  other  children  from  any  contagion  or  epidemic  that  might  be  intro- 
duced by  those  in  detention. 

COMMITTEE  FOR  VISITING   SCHOOLS. 

36.  Managers  on  this  Committee  are  to  visit  all  the  schools,  make 
suggestions  to  equalize  the  methods  of  instruction,  and  by  comparing  these 
methods  to  adopt  such  as  are  considered  most  profitable  for  the  Board  and 
most  advantageous  for  the  children. 

managers'  fund  committee. 

37.  This  Committee  shall  collect  the  dues  of  such  of  the  Managers 
as  have  voluntarily  agreed  to  pay  each  a  certain  sum  monthly  towards  the 
Building  Fund,  or  towards  any  other  debt  of  the  Board  which  by  general 
vote  these  contributions  may  be  applied. 

THE   MUSIC  COMMITTEE. 

38.  The  Music  Committee  shall  arrange  for  the  instruction  of  the 
children  in  music,  and  see  that  singing  is  made  one  of  the  regular  exer- 
cises in  all  the  schools  throughout  the  year. 

ENTERTAINMENT    COMMITTEE. 

39.  To  this  Committee  shall  be  referred  all  offers  of  entertainments 
made  with  a  view  to  render  pecuniary  assistance ;  they  shall  also  arrange 
for  such  entertainments  as  may  be  acepted  by  vote  of  the  Board. 

BY-LAWS. 

40.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  added  to,  or  repealed  at  any  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  notice  of  such  alterations,  addition  or 
repeal  shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 


Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Khilta, 


The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  are  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  10.30  A.  M.,  at  the  Home. 

The  Executive  Meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the 
month  at  the  close  of  the  Managers'  meeting,  and  on  the  third 
and  fifth  Tuesdays  of  the  month  from  10.30  A.  M.  to  4  P.  M. 
Children  are  admitted  to  the  Home  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Board.  Application  to  take  them  out  of  the  Home 
must  also  be  made  at  these  meetings. 

In  cases  of  urgent  necessity  application  may  be  made  to  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Board  for  the  admission  or  dismissal 
of  a  child,  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting. 
The  price  of  board  for  a  child  in  the  Home  is  four  dollars  per 
month.  If  the  child  is  so  young  that  it  requires  a  place  in  the 
Nursery,  the  price  of  its  board  is  five  dollars.  Children  are 
taken  on  charity,  or  on  partial  board,  when  the  investigating 
committee  find  that  their  friends  have  no  means  of  paying  their 
board.  As,  however,  the  regular  payment  of  even  four  dollars 
per  month  does  not  pay  for  the  expenses  of  clothing,  education 
and  boarding  a  child,  all  who  are  admitted  receive  from  the 
Association  a  share  of  their  support  gratis. 

Children  placed  in  the  Home  by  the  Commissioners  of  Char- 
ities are  known  as  County  Wards,  and  are  paid  for  from  the 
county  funds. 

Children  are  received  into  the  Home  when  sent  by  the  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  and  provision  is  made 
for  them  by  that  Society.  The  first  Thursday  of  the  month  is 
the  day  appointed  for  the  visits  of  the  children's  parents  and 
friends.  It  is  the  earnest  request  of  the  Managers  that  on  these 
visits  parents  should  not  supply  the  children  with  cake,  candies 
and  unripe  fruits.  The  children  wear  the  clothing  supplied  by 
the  Association,  and  none  other  need  be  supplied  by  their  friends. 
The  only  exception  to  the  above  is  as  to  shoes  and  stockings; 
these  must  be  provided  by  their  friends.  A  supply  of  shoes  and 
stockings,  purchased  at  wholesale,  is  kept  in  reserve  at  the  Home : 
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these  the  parents  may  purchase  at  reduced  prices  should  they 
prefer  to  do  so. 

No  formal  application  need  be  made  for  the  admission  of 
children  into  the  schools  of  the  Association.  All  may  attend, 
and  are  invited  to  do  so,  provided  they  cannot  attend  the  public 
schools ;  this  condition  only  is  insisted  upon.  The  test  for  ad- 
mission is  the  need  of  food  and  clothing ;  if  the  visitor  finds  that 
the  parents  are  fully  able  to  provide  these,  then  the  children  are 
not  suitable  subjects  for  the  Industrial  Schools,  and  they  must 
be  withdrawn. 

An  entire  suit  of  new  clothing,  including  shoes,  is  provided 
for  every  child  attending  these  schools ;  these  are  made  and 
personally  fitted  for  every  one,  and  are  given  in  the  first  week  in 
December,  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  Fair.  A  warm  dinner 
is  daily  supplied  for  the  children  at  the  noon  recess.  During  holi- 
days and  vacations,  if  the  children  are  in  need  of  food,  bread  will 
be  supplied  for  them  upon  application  through  the  teachers  to 
the  Managers  on  the  school  committees. 

The  Home  is  at  all  times  thrown  open  to  visitors,  except  on 
Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

Application  for  admission  of  orphans  or  half-orphans  are 
referred  to  the  Orphan  Asylum  Society,  Atlantic  avenue,  corner 
of  Kingston  avenue,  unless  sufficient  reasons  are  given  why  the 
rule  should-  not  be  enforced. 


Rules  for  Placing  Khildrei)  in  Homes, 

ADOPTED,  J  897. 


Rule  i. — No  child  shall  be  indentured  before  reaching  the 
age  of  12  years,  except  in  special  cases,  and  then  only  by  vote  of 
the  Executive  Board. 

Rule  2. — Any  person  applying  for  a  child  will  be  required 
to  furnish  two  or  more  references  for  investigation,  if  these  prove 
satisfactory,  then  an  "agreement  for  three  months'  trial"  shall  be 
signed  by  the  applicant,  and  five  dollars  paid  at  the  time,  as  an 
equivalent  for  clothing  provided  for  the  child  on  going  out. 

Rule  3. — If;  after  the  expiration  of  three  months,  the  child 
proves  satisfactory,  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Indenture  Com- 
mittee, and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  an  Agree- 
ment to  be  binding  until  the  child  attains  the  age  of  18  years, 
shall  be  sent  for  signature  to  those  who  have  taken  the  child ;  this 
Agreement,  bearing  date  from  the  time  the  child  first  left  the 
Home  to  be  returned  and  placed  on  file  at  the  Home — a 
duplicate  signed  by  two  of  the  Official  Board,  to  be  sent  to  the 
parties  taking  the  child. 

Rule  4. — An  annual  payment  of  Ten  Dollars  shall  be  made 
by  persons  taking  a  child,  until  he  or  she  reaches  the  age  of  16 
years,  when  Twelve  Dollars  shall  be  paid  till  the  boy  or  girl  has 
attained  the  age  of  18  years. 

Rule  5. — The  annual  payments  for  service  of  the  children 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association,  and  a  receipt 
for  the  same  returned  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter. 

Rule  6. — The  money  received  for  the  service  of  the  child  and 
placed  in  the  bank,  shall  be  given  to  the  child  upon  attaining  the 
age  of  21  years,  and  the  child,  on  receiving  the  money,  shall  give 
a  receipt  for  the  same,  which  receipt  shall  be  placed  in  the  safe 
at  the  Home.
